To provide for Difficulties in respect of the Assessment of 
Grand Jury Presentments in the County of the City of 
Cork.

by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament 
holden in the third and fourth years of the reign of Her, 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for the Regulation of Municipal 
Corporations in Ireland,” it was enacted, that the boundaries of the 
5 several boroughs named in Schedule (A.) to that Act annexed should 
for the purposes of that Act be taken to be according to the descrip- 
tion of such boundaries set forth in Schedule (C.) to that Act 
annexed ; and by another Act passed in the same Session of Parlia- 
ment, intituled^ “ An Act to annex certain Parts of certain Counties 
10 of Cities to adjoining Counties, to make further Provision for Cotn- 
pensation of Officers in Boroughs, to liniit the Borough-rate, and to 
continue for a limited Time an Act to restrain the Alienation of Cor- 
porate Property in Ireland,” it was enacted, that for the purposes of 
the said first-recited and of that Act, all places locally situate or 
X5 included within the boundaries of any of the boroughs of Cork, 
Dublin, Kilkenny, Limerick, Waterford and Drogheda, as defined 
under the said first-recited Act, should, from and after the time when 



the said Act secondly above mentioned should come into operation, 
be deemed and taken to be part or parts of the county of the city or 
20 county of the town of such borough respectively, and of no other 
county; and every portion, place or precinct of every county of a city 
or county of a town, not under the said Acts included, within any such 
234. A borough, 
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borough, should, until provision in tliot behalf should be otherwise 
made under and by virtue of the said last-mentioned Act, be one 
barony in itself, and should for all purposes of Grand Jury Present- 
ments be part of the county at large which was adjacent to it, or with 
which it had the largest common boundary; and by the said Act it ^ 
was proviiled, that in case any difference should arise concerning the 
])urtion of any debt to whicli any place or precinct, not part of any 
borough, should have been liable before the passing of the said Act, 
the same should be settled by arbitration a,s therein mentioned : 

And whereas the said Act secondly above recited came into opera- jq 
tion in the borough of Cork on the twenty-sixth day of October in 
the year of our Lord One thousand eight hundred and Forty-one, 
and previously to the time last aforesaid the liberties of the city of 
Cork were included within the bonndarics of the county of the city 
of Cork; 15 



And whereas by an Act passed in tbe fifty-third year of the reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act for the 
more equal Assessment of Money presented to be raised by the Grand 
Jury of the County of the City of Cork, and for a new Valuation of 
the said City and Survey of the Liberties thereof, and for other Pur- 
poses relative to Grand Juries,” it was enacted, that certain boundaries 
therein specified sboiikl be the boundaries and limits between the 
suburbs and liberties of the city of Cork, and that all houses and other 
premises, as specified therein, being within the city and suburbs of 
Cork, should be charged with Two-thirds of all such money as should 25 
be presented to be raised by the Grand Jury at every Assizes to be 
holden for the county of the said city, and that the remaining One- 
third of the said money should be applotted and raised upon and from 
the several town-lands of the liberties of the said city; and that 
dwelling-houses under the annual value of Five Pounds, and premises oq 
whilst waste and uiitcnanted, should not be charged with any portion 
of the public money so presented to be raised : 

And whereas, by an Act passed in the fifty-fifth year of the reign of 
his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act to 
explain and amend an Act of his said Majesty for tbe more equal 
Assessment of Money presented to be raised by the Grand Jury of the 
County of the City of Cork, and for a new Valuation of the said City 
and Survey of the Liberties thereof, and for other Purposes relative to 
Grand Juries,” provision w'as made for the valuation, for Grand Jury 
purposes, of the rateable premises within the city, suburbs and liber- 40 
ties of Cork respectively : 

And 
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And wliereas under tlie said recited Ads of the third and fourth 
years of Her present Majesty certain parts or portions of the liberties 
of the said city of Cork are included within the boundaries of the 
county of the city of the borough of Cork ; but no provision has been 
5 made for paving, cleansing and improving the same ; and other parts 
or portions of the liberties of the said city, not being within the boun- 
daries of the county of the city of the said borough as defined under 
the said Acts or either of them, have, for the purposes of Grand Jury 
Presentments, among others become part of the county of Cork; 

10 but difficulties have been found to exist in respect of the making Pre- 
sentments for Public Works within the same: 

And whereas contracts have been entered into by the Grand Jury 
of the county of the city of Cork for keeping in repair roads in the 
liberties of the said city, some portions of which are within and 
15 other portions of which are without the boundaries of the county of 
the city of the said borough as defined under the said Acts or either 
of them, and doubts have arisen as to the manner in which monies to 
be presented by the Grand Juries of the county of the city and of the 
county of Cork respectively, in respect of such contracts, should be 
20 apportioned : 

And whereas, by an Act passed in the third year of the reign of 
King Geouge the Pourth, intituled, “An Act for amending the (hoc!&P 
several Acts in force for making wide and convenient Streets, Ways 
and Passages in tho City of Cork and the Suburbs thereof, and 
2c for paving, cleansing, lighting and otherwise improving the said 
• ' City, and for regulating the Court of Conscience established therein,” 

it was enacted, that from thenceforth it should not be lawful for 
the Grand Jury of the county of the city of Cork; to present at any 
Assizes to be bolden for the county of the said city any sums of 
«0 money for paving or otherwise repairing or keeping in repair the 
^ streets, quays, bridges and public passages within the city or suburbs 

of Cork, but that the Treasurer of the county of the city of Cork 
should at every Assizes add to the sum presented to be raised off the 
county of the city of Cork such sum (limited as therein is provided) 

35 as the Commissioners for making wide and convenient streets, ways 
and -passages in the city of Cork, and the suburbs thereof, who were 
thereby authorized to cause the city and suburbs of Cork to be paved, 
cleansed and improved, should direct to be raised off the city, suburbs 
and liberties of Cork, and that such sura should accordingly be raised 
40 off the city, suburbs and liberties of Cork in like manner, as money 
presented at each Assizes should be raised, and on the Eighth day 
after each Assizes should be paid over to the said Commissioners or 
their successors, their proper officer or officers : 
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And whereas doubts have arisen with respect to the continuance 
ill force of the said provisions of the said Act ol the third year of 
the reign of King Geouge the Pourlb : 

And whereas the Grand Jury assembled at the Spring Assizes in 
the present year, holden for the county of the city of Cork, made 5 
Presentments for divers sums to be levied off the county of the city 
of Cork, some of such Presentments being for salaries previously due, 
and works previously executed, and services previously rendered, and 
others of them being for compensation for malicious injuries committed 
before the coming into operation in the borough of Cork of the said 10 
Act of the third and fourth years of Her present Majesty's reign, 
whereby part of the liberties of the city of Cork was annexed to the 
county of Cork : 

And whereas the warrants of the Treasurer of the county of the 
city of Cork under such Presentments would not extend to that part 15 
of the liberties of the city of Cork annexed under the provisions of 
the said Acts or either of them to the county of Cork ; and it is expe- 
dient that such Presentments shall be quashed, and that other 
Presentments should be made in manner hereinafter mentioned, in 
lieu of the Presentments so made at the last Spring Assizes as 
aforesaid : 

And whereas an Act was made and passed in the Session of Parlia- 
ment holden in the sixth and seventh years of the reign of his late 
Majesty King William the Fourth, intituled, “An Act to consolidate 
and amend the Laws relating to the Presentment of Public Money 25 
by Grand Juries in Ireland,” and by reason of doubts with respect 
to the operation of the said last-mentioned Act, in relation to the city 
and suburbs of Cork, a large sum, being parcel of the monies directed 
by the warrants of the Treasurer of the said county of the city of 
Cork to be levied off the city and suburbs of Cork, remains uncollected : 30 

And whereas divers persons who would have been chargeable 
with public rates, if the last-mentioned Act had not been passed, 
have neglected to pay the sums applotted upon them respectively, 
and it is expedient that provision should be made for the levy of 
such sums : 35 

And whereas the valuations of the city, suburbs and liberties of 
Cork, made under the said recited Acts of the fifty-third and fifty-fifth 
years of the reign of King George the Third, were made under 
circumstances and with reference to divisions no longer existing, and 
are not now applicable to the county of the city of Cork as altered 
under the provisions of the said Acts of the third and fourth years ot

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the reign of Her present Majesty ; find it is expedient that Grand 
Jury Cess within tlie county of the said city shall hereafter be 
applotted and levied according to the valuations made under tije 
Act for the more effectual relief of .the destitute poor in Ireland^

and Temporal, and Conamons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT the hereinbefore-mentioned
